Canada 1867-1927 

A brief history of Canada’s polticat 
history and Confederation will ne 
doubt be read with interest by man) 
Call readers in view of the decisior 
to duly observe Canada's sixtieth an 
niversary of Confederation which we 
append and is taken from a booklet 
just issued by “The National Com- 
mittee foy the Celebration of the 
Diamond Jubilee of Conféderation”: 
Early History ... The French Ieriod 

Canadian recorded history com- 
menced with the discovery of the 
eastern coast by John Cabot in 1497. 
Jacues Cartier’s voyages (1534-1541) 
resulted in the exploration of the St. 
Lawrence as far as Montreal, but 
Samuel de Champlain was the rea) 
founder of Canada,as he was associat- 
ed with de Monts in establishing Port 
Royal in 1605 and himself founded 
Quebee in 1608 and also carried or 
extensive explorations, Throughout 
his life Champlain was associated 
with one or other monopolistic traa- 
ing companies of the period, (trading 
being the original mainstay of coloni- 
zation), and for his last years he hac 
much to do with the activities of the 
Company of the Hundred A¢ssociates 
whose charter, granted in 1827, was 
cancelled in 1663, when Canada came 
under the immediate government of 
the King ‘of Frande, with a local ad- 
ministration consisting of Governor 
Bishop and Intendant, the last namec 
manager, There was also a Sover- 
eign council to assist the governor 
but it was purely of an advisory char. 
acter. This system of government 
known as the Royal Government, last- 
ed until the end ‘of the French period 


in 1760. Among the various gov- 
ernors, the name of Fronuen- 
of whom we might call a busines: 


ac is outstnading, among the Bishops 
Laval, and among the Intendants 
Talon. In a recapitulation like the 
present, however, devoted soley te 
forms of government, it is impossible 
even to suggest, much less fill in 
the romantic and picturesque back- 
ground of the French regime in Can- 
ada—that succession of stirring ev- 
ents clustered about such names as 
Maisonneuve and La Mere de I’Incar- 
nation, Dollard, D'Iberville and La 
Verendrye, Marquette and La Salle 
which opened up what is now the 
Dominion to the knowledge of the 
civilized world and persists to-day in 
some of our most notable institutions 

Nova Scotia or Acadia had already 
been surrendered to the British by 
the Treaty of Utretcht in 1713, while 
the Seven Years’ War saw the great 
struggle for the St. Lawrence Valley 
between Wolf and Montcalm — a 
struggle which cost both leaders 
their lives at the battle of the Plains 
of Abraham. 

The British Period 

Canada, including Cape Breton 
island and what is now New Bruns- 
wick,became after the Tieaty of Paris 
in 1763 a British crown colony., For 
several years thereafter the govern 
ment was of a purely military char

In 1774, when the American Revol- 
ution was visibly approaching, the 
boundaries of the province of Canada 
were extended by the Quebec Act 
south to the Ohio river and west tc 
the Mississippi. Tt also established 
a council with limited powers, sanc- 
tioned the use of French law in civi) 
matters, and granted full frdedom for 
the exercise of the Roman Catholic 
religion. After the war, in which 
Canada was saved for the Britis 
flag by the energy of Sir Guy Carle- 
ton, then governor, who with the co- 
operation ‘of the better elements of 
the population repulsed the attacks 
of Montgomery and Arnold, thg 
Treaty of Versailles surrendered tht 
fertile but unpeéopled territory south 
of the Great Lakés to the United 
States. Thereafter the coming of the 
United Empire Loyalists reinforced 
the English-speaking population of 
Nova Scotia and peopled New Bruns- 
wick and Ontario, 


“The Constitutional Act of 1791 di 
vided the English-speaking province 
uf Ontario or Upper Canad? rom the 
mainly French-speaking province of 
Lower Canada or Quebec and gave 
to each Representative Government 
which had existed in Nova Scotia 
since 1758, in Prince Edward Islan 
since 1769 (first legislature met,1773) 
and in New Brunswick since 1784 
(first legislature met, 1786.) 


In the early nineteenth century: 
there took place the war of 1812-15 
with the United States,:in which Sir 
Isaac Brock and Colonel de Salaberry 
were outstanding figures in the de- 
fence of Canada, which though fighty 
ing against heavy odds, lost not an 
acre of territory by the Treaty of 
Ghent at the close of the war. 

The Representative Government 
granted in 1791, however, while it 
gave the representatives of the peo- 
ple a considerable voice in the ad- 
ministration, went only part way in 
the direction of popular government 
and resulted in bittey quarrels be- 
tween the Legislative Assemblies and 
the govenors—quarrels which, as the 
Legislative Assemblies secured in- 
creasing control of the finances, could 
end in only one way. These quarrels 
finally led in Upper and Lower Can- 
ada to the abortive rebellions of 1837- 
38, which, however, brought about the 
sending of Lord Durham to Canada 
the Union of the two provinces and 
the decision to grant responsible gov: 
ernment. During the first sever 
years of the Union, the meaning and 
seope of Responsible Government 
were hotly debated, but after the for- 
mation of — the Lafontaine-Baldwir 
government in 1848 it was definitely 
recognized that the Governor, like the 
king did not govern, but the govern- 
ment was entrusted to which ever of 
the political leaders of the moment 
could command the support the ma-
